A LIFE DEVOTED 
TO OLD EDIFICES 


There are .architects wfao.se talcijt, exceptional in some eases, is 
nol expressed by new buildings, but by the restoration of old 
ones. This is Iho case of architect Stefan Balg. lie tins devoted 
luora than 60 years to the strenuous work or restoring old Roma- 
nian aiThlteclural monuments seriously arfeclcd by the vicissitudes 
Of history. 

Horn In 1002, Slcfan Hal? was first the student oF the School of 
Architecture in Ilunharcnl, then ho studied ilia history of the art of 
building and decora l Inn in Rome, accumulating a vast culture In 
Ilia field. He was attracted by medieval construct Ibiw, especially 
those whose rletalh or essential parts were affected by lime : 
buildings destroyed by wnr explosions, fires or just eaten by winds 
and rains. 

After 1930 he worked wilh the Historical Monuments Commis- 
sion. an Institution that had In view the research and preservation 
of (he patrimony of old ltnm an Inn architecture and art. The actions 
of tho commission were under I lie supervision of tho prestigious 








historian Nleolue Iorga, Young 
Stefan Dal? proved hLs qualities 
when he was entrusted with the 
restoration of two feudal monu- 
ments In Bucharest : tho 81. 

Etcfterlo Vechl and Crctulosnu 
chu robes. After restoration, the 
buildings recovered tho purity 
of their Initial forms and (ho 
elegance of sculptured and pain- 
ted details. 

Then followed tens of build- 
ings whose Initial drawing had 
been distorted by subsequent 
Interventions. In the case of the 
powerful stronghold Ncamf 
Castle the. Initial architectural 


lino hnd been completely I mi. 
Built by Petrif Mu$at. Molda- 
via's ruling prince (1374—1391), 
on a hardly accessible elevation, 
tho castle's walls — 3m thick 
sad 60 m high — survived the 
slega of Ottoman sultan Mo- 
hammed II. In 1718 the Turks 
completely ruined it. Archeolo- 
gical diggings wore followed by 
restoration and consolidation 
works headed by Stefan Bats. 

Between 1060—1978 he partici- 
pated hi the ample restoration 
works of Hurez monastery com- 
plex, the most valuable ensem- 
ble of Br&noovan . architectu- 


re. preserved with flio original 
sloife paintings and sculptures. 
At the respectable age of 86, 
praised by the Architects' Union 
In a symposium, Stefan Bal$ la 
still active. The top photo pre- 
sents him while assisting resto- 
ration works of the sculptured 
columns of another 17th century 
church porch In Branoovan 
style.
